THE ARISTOCRALIC CRAZE, 

When President AktTauR entered the 
White House the key note of his administra- 
tion was struck in the announcement that he 
was the best dressed president the country 
had ever known. Coming after a long succes- 
sion of comparatively plebeian presidents, he 
dazzled the eyes of society and captured the 
aristocracy of tho country by the perfect fit 
of his four-button cutaway coat and his 
taste in trouser patterns has never been 
questioned. Leaving to George Washington 
the threadbare distinction of being first in 
peace and first in war, ARTHUR justly earned 
the distinction which was soon awarded him 
of being the first President who was used as 
a tailor’s fashion plate for the improvement 
of the. taste of his fellow countrymen. 

So illustrious an example was not slow to 
be followed. Casting the eye of gentility 
over the field of politics he plucked a bright 
exotic flower of aristocracy from the garden 
of the Jaw, and made it his Attorney-Gene- 
ral. Now for the first time in the history of 
the country the legal opinious of the Govern- 
ment are signed by a gentleman whose of- 
ficial toilet consists chiefly of marvou velvet 
and point lace ruffles. ‘The example of aris- 
toeracy is spreading; it has extended to St. 
Louis. 

We have no hereditary aristocracy in St. 
Louis. Our nearest approach to it 
is that Legion of Honor which is an 
imitation of the French substitate for 
the ancienne noblesse. ‘When a laced and 
ruffled administration reached out to St. 
Louis for a collector, it naturally selected a 
chevalier of the Legion; a chevalier, indeed, 
sans peur et sans reproche (speak this gent- 
ly), but, nevertheless an aristocrat—not a 
man of the people. Since his nomination, 
the best friends and admirers of Collector 
WHITNEY have dreaded lest he might be 
swayed by the seductive fascinations of the 
new circle of society to which he had been 
translated. When he visited Washington 
to give the President his views on the situa- 
tion in Missouri,he took notice of ARTHUR'S 
trousers; he made a pilgrimage to the shrine 
of BREWSTER, avd madea careful study of 
the lace and damask curtains. His sym p- 
tons became very pronounced. 

It does not surprise us now that Collector 
WHITNEY now draws the line between the 
people and the select few; that he has one 
reception for the public, and one reception 
only by cards. He has caught the infection; 
he is imbued with the party spirit; heis a 
typical Republican. But we warn him not 
to carry this thing too far.

Another matter of interest in this connec. 
tion is the largely increased valuation, 
showing that St. Louis fully shares the 
prosperity indicated by the greatly increased 
valuation of property this year by the 
County Assessors throughout the State. 
Jackson County comes to the front with an 
increase of $10,000,000 as compared with last 
year’s valuation, and the city of St. Louis 
with an increase of over $20,000,000, which 
is equivalent to an addition of more than 
$500,000 to our annual fevenue. The total 
assessment within the old city limits is $190,- 
627,980, and the aggregate within the presen 
limits is $211,380,710. 

Of all this great sum only $30,952,810 
represents personal property. while the real 
estate valuation is $180,524,900, or about six- 
sevenths of the whole.

Both Gen. Stevenson and his assistant clerk, C. 
W. Francis, in published interviews evade the 
responsibility of the trouble and expense they 
have caused to he incurred by the lady managers 
of the Training School for Nurses. Neither of 
them can deny that if the refusal of the City Hos- 
pital hada been given to these ladies when they 
first made application for entranee there would 
have been no trouble about the matter at all. 
The ladies charge this; Thaton the 14th day of 
November last a letter was sent to Gen. Steven- 
son explaining the objects of the school and re- 
questing permission to put their nurses into the 
City Hospital; 
dorsed their plans to Mr. Yeatman 
who called upon him on _ behalf of 
the ladies, and that through Mr. Yeatman, 
Gen, Stevenson gave his cordial assent to the in- 
troduction of nurses in the City Huspitai; that, 
relying upon Gen, Stevenson’s word they pro- 
ceeded to get their school into operation; that 
after paying for alittle home for the purses ana 
putting it up, engaging their teachers anda 
number of nurses, they prssented theimselves to 
the Health Cummissioner and announced their 
willinguess tou be given work; that then Gen. 
Stevenson, assisted by his clerk, refused to per- 
mit them to enter the hospital under the protest 
that a eity ordinance prohibited their entrance; 
that Gen. Stevenson, assisted by his clerk, 
agreed to prepare an ordinance which would 
sincoth all difficuities; that the ladies went 
away satisfied, but’'when the ordinance had beea 
introduced and they learned that itimerely asked 
for the admission of nurses into the hospital 
‘without pay,” their joy was turned to woe. The 
above is said to  »be the frozen 
truth, and unless it is met by 
Gen. Stevenson or Mr.Francis in a direct manner 
they must be held responsible for the demolition 
of a school which would be agreat credit to St. 
Louis and a remarkable assistance to the man- 
agement of the hospital. As tothe charge by 
Francis that the schOol intended to put von-resi- 
dent nurses Into the hospital in place of St. Lonis 
women, the president of the association ts auihor- 
ity for the statement thatsuch is not the inten- 
tion. Stillit was not tie intentuou lo Keep out 
non-resident nurses. The main object of the 
schoo! is to give Women in ihe better walks of life, 
women of education and good breeding, aa oppor- 
tunity to stucy a professiou,which would be more 
welcome to themiban apy other. Some such 
woinen would lke to go away from home to study, 
and consequentiy pupils would be received from 
other cities. But uo pon-resident pupil would be 
taken in preference to a St, Louis pupil, Mr.

TORTURED TO DEATH 


Details of the Murder by James Robin- 


son of His Three-Year-Old Stepson. 
Martinsville. Ind., Special jto the Courier-Journal, 


The trial of James Robinson, who mur. 
dered his little stepson jast Sunday morning, 
will come off at the next term of the Cireuit 
Court of this county, some two months 
hence, and will be closely watched by the 
peovie of the State, and, judging from the 
widespread publicity given the harrowing 
facts already furnished a_ horror-strickey 
public, by the country atlarge. His crime 
is absolutely awful, and the soul shudders at 
the contemplation of the hideous and revolt- 
ing details. 

So far, none of the attorneys here have 
consented tu defend hiw, and the feeling of 
indignation agaiust the monster is hourly in- 
tensifying. ‘The public is not much fearful 
now of a mob summarily disposing of his 
case, for everybody now seems to feel sure 
that the death penalty wiil be inflicted upon 
the guilty wretch by due and righteous 
course of law. 

in an interyiew with A. W. Scott, Deputy 
Prosecuting Attorney, this afternoon, iast- 
tng several hours, 1 took full noies of the 
description whieh he gave of the marks, 
scars, bruises, abrasions, cuts, contusions, 
scabs, scraiches, maimings, Durnings, brand- 
ings, disfigurements and putrefving sores 
ivuund on the little body of the dead child, 
which wete intlicted by the inhuman and 
fiendish monstrosity of a father. This de- 
scription of Mr. Scott. although carefully 
and tersely given, would fill tweaty pages of 
legal cap paper. 

During the post-mortem examination held 
by Drs. Robinson and Hendricks, the mur- 
derer sat on @ low stool at one oi the chim- 
ney curners, and grimly smoked his old pipe 
as unconcernediy as though he were listening 
to an old wives’ story related in backwoods 
jargon Dy his uncomeiy.and buxom spouse. 
Among the devilish cruelties practiced bythis 
mvunster, as disciosed by this post-mortem 
eXamination, Was tiie fact that the biadder of 
the child bad been burst. ‘This was occa- 
sioued by tle fact that the unnatural and in- 
human father was averse to heiping the littie 
felluw to attend to his natural wants by 
night as well as by day, and so devised a way 
by which he shouid not bedis.urbed by un- 
seasSunabie cails and damp beds ia the night 
time. ‘This device cunsisted in the use 
of a string, s0 Wraped and drawn and tight- 
ly tied about the offending organ of the cuild 
as to prevent any passage of urine to the 
bed. When Dr, Robiuson, ia bis first super- 
ficial eXaminuation of the body, came to this 
evidence of violeuce and utitoid ayony, he ex- 
citedly and shudderingi¥v cried out: “My 
God! man, What does this deep erease méan 
bere on this chiud:” referring to a deep 
crease, With inflamed and swollen edges and 
folds midway of the urinary organ. ‘To Dr, 
R.’s indignvant questioning tie grim smoker 
piacidiy admitted between whitfs that he 
uad resorted to the measure mentioned on 
five different nights in succession, recently, 
to prevent being disturbed by wet sheets, 
and afier he had wiipped the boy, at his 
hour of going tu bed, tv. make him answer a 
eallort naiure in advance of nalure’s de- 


ands. 

The decision reached by the post-mortem 
is that the child came to his death by reason 
of an effusion of blood between the sauil and 
the lining of the brain, superinduced by one 
of the biows described, or by reason of 
strangulation, and the coroner’s verdict har- 
monizes therewith, with the further finding 
by the coroner that these injuries were in- 
flicted by James Robinson, tle stepfather of 
the murdered chiid. 

Many touching stories are told by the 
neighbors with reference to the superior in- 
telligence of the little boy. Some of these 
stories tend to show that the little fellow 
was trying lo study out some way to defend 
bimselt from his father’s vengeful malice 
and hurtiul biows, as, for instance, the 
story told of how “‘iittie Bertie” pathetical- 
lv told one neighbor, “Pa beats me. 1 don’t 
want to go home,” and how the little fellow 
would beg others of the neighvors to *‘Piease 
jet we stay With you jonger—ever so much 
longer,’ and the like. 

All are agreed that “little Bertie’’ was un- 
commonly clever, tractable and inteliigent, 
and many say that, altuough vonly 3 years 
old, be acted and talked like a child 10 or 
12. 

The neighbors—poor, cowardly, timid 
ecravens—knew of this poor bov’s hard lot, 
but were déterred from a_ public outery by 
their fears ofthe torch of the incendiary 
and other private injuries. The,examining 
doctors say that the body was naturally as 
comely aud healthful and as fively furmed 
as any they had ever seen, and that the 
brain was of the highest order and charac- 
ter, and that, allin ail, he was a fine, vigor- 
ous, healtuy lad, and possessed of a physical 
development despite his terrors aud pains by 
day and his dread and anguish by bightand 
despite his hard fate in life, which was sym- 
metrical and beautiful beyond any child of 
their knowledge. 

When you come to know the facts which 
the final trial next term will disciose, your 
readers Will agree with me that neither the 
poor, frieudless “small servant” of the “Old 
Curiosity Shop,” nor, indeed “Oliver Twist 
himself never suffered keener or more oft- 
repeated pangs from the “burtful sword of 
persecution” and the unmixed malice of h—I, 
or bewailed with moré grvanings and even 
unto blood, the doom ot veath, than fell to 
the unhappy lot of this misused and mur- 
dered boy, 

He was bruised and scarified and cut and 
gashed allover from head to feet. There 
were scabs and sores and scars and cuts of 
ali sizes and shapes. Some vf them looked 
old, as done some months ago, while 
others, from their freshness, looked like they 
had been of recent infliction, aud a lew, s‘iil 
bieeding and gaping open, seemed to have 
been done in the last hour. There were also 
finger prints on the ehild’s neck, indicating 
tuat clotted blood found on the brain had 
been gathered there just before 
the little  sufferer’s terrible con- 
vulsions by reason of the mer- 
ciless and murderous choking which he eu- 
dured at the iands of the hideous and. dia- 
bolical savage, driving and terrifying him to 
his dreadful death. Stomach and intestines 
were found tu be entirely free from every 
trace of food, thus showing thatthe gnaw- 
ing pangs of hunger had added their atro- 
cious foad tothe stupendous burdea ~ burne 
by this tieipiess, agonizing babe, and inten- 
sified the sutferings conjured up for him by 
his infernal tormentor.

Stockings form a very’ small part of a 
woman's dress and are seldum seep uD 
slippers are worn, and yet a lady is as par- 
ticular about them as about her bonnet or 
gloves. 

Stockings, too, have decided fashions of 
their own. They are light, dark or gay with- 
out the slightest regard to the prevailing 
style of the restof the toilet, and at times 
even the deepest mores is observed b 
them, while the dress may be a biue_ or red. 
Sometimes silk hose are in vogue, those for 
evening being daintily embroidered, while 
at other seasons finest Lisie-thread is the 
reigning favorite, with insteps ef filmy lace 
tor fuli dress, 

Occasionally a bride has stockings that 
are real works of art, and, however much her 
newly made husband may admire them, he is 
probabiy glad to remember that the paternal 
pocket-bouk rather than his own opened to 
pay forthem. ‘The prettiest ever made in 
this country are probably those of fine white 
Siik, with instep ,of point or duchesse lace 
carefully inserted, and which the low slipper 
shows to advantage. , 

‘These are ol Course only seen on rare occa- 
sions, aud those of cotton and Lisie-thread 
are most used. A few years ago on @ rainy 
duy one congas bewildering gilmposes of red 
Stockings of all shades as the fair wearer 
climbed an omuibus step or carefully lifted 
her skirts to escape the mud, but now a 
gloomy black prevails on all sides. This 
is more particularly the case with children, 
and a boy of proper feeling would feel 
eternally disgraced if called upon to Wear 
red vr bDiue stuckings with his close-fitting 
knee-breeches. But the jadies wear thei, 
tuo—wear them in spite of the fact that the 
dye literally pours trom them, blackening 
ithe white underclothing and making the 
feet look like tho-e of the African—and ail 
because they happen to be the fashion of the 
mowent. Sowe women are rebelling at last, 
anu positively decline to use them, declaring 
that the dye is injurious, besides being so 
peculiarly disagrevable in that it clings 
most persistently to erect but tne 
stockings. They are going back to the old. 
fashioned unbieached Balbriggans,. which 
are after all the most comfortable, and per- 
haps the prettiest as well. A lady, when 
interviewed about black hose tue other day, 
said that the last pair she bought had kept 
her awake for twonights by causing the 
greatest irritation of the skin. 

“| thought at first that I must be 
poisoned,”’ she added, “‘but it soon passed 
ane after 1 left them off,” — 

. “Doyouthink cheap stockings are @ny 
worse in such respects than more expensive 
goods?” she was asked. ’ 

“Not atall, ‘The very ones which caused 
me sv much trouble were by no means Cheap, 
as 1 paid no less than $1.50 for them, at- 
though they were of plain cotton. 1 have 
had cheaper ones which were much better, 
but they all rub off in most discouraging 
fashion. Ifany ove could invent a biack 
dye that did not run I have no doubta fort- 
une might be made, but until that happens 
i shall wear no more biack stockings.’ 

Ked hose are almost as bad about rubbing 
off, and several serlous poisoning cases have 
resulied from their use. Dark biue is gener- 
ally another bad color for running. Silk 
stuckings are now svid at such very low fig- 
ures that many people of only moderate 
means wear them altogether of Jate. Very 
handsowe ones of all shades may be pur- 
cased for $1.25 and some are even soid for 
less than $1. itis partialiy owing to this 
fact, douvtiess, that silk stockings matching 
the color of the tollet are so much more 
generally worn with evening dress than was 
ie case a year or two ago, and the wearing 
of blac« stockings with bail costumes is now 
almost exclusively confined to children. 

The fashions in men’s socks change even 
more rapidly ihan those for stockiugs and 
the fashionable haberdashers’ windows are 
constantly filled with them in all styles as 
new as they are gorgeous, although those 
of black silk.are still considered the proper 
thing for evening dress. 

‘The latest fancy iu socks is for the “‘digitat- 
ed hose,’ wien come in ail colors and are 
pecuiiarly absurd in effect. It & note- 
worthy fact that this eccentricity is only ob- 
servable in men’s guods, for what woman 
eould be induced to make her feet appear 
larger and more Clumsy than necessary for 
the sake of being in the mode in such an 
attair? These hose must lead to all sorts of 
accidents too, aud the Washerwoman, igno- 
rant of the wonderful new garments, would 
very likely mistake them for ill-made gloves, 
and perhaps even sympathize with the un- 
fortunate man, who had such dreadful hands. 

These suggest tov, the, possibility of 
‘dudes’ of a few years hence walking about 
in “gigitated shoes,”’ the absurdity oi wiich 
will faroutshine that of the iong-pvyinted 
boots of last year.

Our American 
monarchs are millionaires, William 
H. Vanderbilt is despotic by two 
nundred millions, Still, he lets 
aGerman draw a_ keen blade over his 
throat every day. There is a quaint and 
jolly old German, With a huge red nose, a 
periectiy baid head and an immense mous- 
tache waxed at the ends, who may be seen 
any morning of the year going down Fifth 
avenue with the march of a_ dissipated 
Prussian grenadier and the smile of a happy 
infant. He is gentleness itself. Everybody 
who knows him calis him Jakey, but he 
owns the fullname of Jacob Aber. Every 
morning about nine o'clock he stops at the 
magnificent residence of William H. Vander- 
bilt, greets the servant who opens the door 
biandiy and goes at once to Mr. Vanderbiit’s 
barber shop. 

So wuch has been written about his house 
that it seems hardly as though nothing new 
could be told, but many changes take place, 
and in the svuth wing, adjoining Mr, 
Vanderbilt’s dressing room, there has been 
fitted up a barber shop. It is small, and in 
the middle of itis a barber’s chair, made of 
dark ag and iniaid with mother- 
of-peari. ‘The base boards of the room, the 
cornices and the door and window frames 
are of the same shade of mahogany, and the 
mother-of-pearl decorations are _ identical 
with those on the chair. The chair is of the 
reguiation barber-shop pattern. Old Jakey 
shaves the two-hundred millionaire, and 
then drifts down the avenue, nodding grace- 
fully to stage-drivers and giving the occa- 
sioual policeman whom he meets the Fifth 
Regiment salute.

The Missouri Senator Interviewed On 
the Political Situation at Present, 
Washington Cor. ofthe Courier-Journal. 


Calling at the Senator’s residence yester- 


day, I asked if the ho'ding of the Democratic 
Nationa| Convention at Chicago had any po- 
litical significance. 

“I do not thinkit has,” said he. “If Mr. 
Tilden is alive when ihe convention meets, 
and will allow his name to be used, he will 
be nominated by acclamation, and the same 
result would ve reached if the convention 
had beén held at the North Pole, or on the 
equator. I do not betieve myself that Mr. 
Tilden will permit his name to go before the 
convention, bntif be does, that settles it. 
He will be nominated.” 

“How did St. Louis lose the convention?” 

“Well, a number of things contributed to 
the result. Chicago did a great deai of hard 
work and spent a good deal of money in that 
sort of hospitality which influences the sur- 
roundings of a committee. The railroads 
were active for Chicagu and also the. news- 
paper influence of Washington. The heat of 
St. Louis was represented to be far in excess 
of that which the old-fashioned preachers 
used to depict at camp-weeting for the ben- 
efit of the worstclass of sinners; and Hewitt 
of New York said he couidn’t sleep in St.

Extent of the Czar’s Estate. 
From the Loudon Times. 

One may form some idea of the extent of 
the possessions belonging to the Russian 
Emperor, as property immediately attached 
to the crown, When we hear thatthe Attai 
estates alone cover an area of 40,000,000 des- 
jatins, or Over 170,000 ;-quare miles, being 
about three times tne size uf Engiand and 
Wales. : 


The Nertchinsk estates, in Easiern 
Siberia, are estimated at about 18,000,000 
desjatins. In the Altai estates are situated 
the gold and silver mines of Barnau!, Pauiovy, 
Smijov and Loktjepp, the copper foundry at 
Sausom, and the great iro: works at Gav- 
rilov, in the Salagirov District. ‘he receipts 
from these enormous estates are in a ridicu- 
ljously pitiful ratio to their extent. lu the 
year 1882 they amounted to 950,000 rubies, or 
a little more than £95,000; while for 1883 
the revenue was estimated at less than 
half this sum, Or about 400,000 rubies. 
Therents, ete.,gave a surplus over expense of 
administration of about a million and a 
half of rubles. On the other hand, the 
working of the mines showed a deticii of 
over 1,000,000; hence the result just indi- 
cated. A partial explanation of this very un- 
satisfactury state of tiiings is to be fouud in 
the situation of the mines, which are gener- 
ally in places quice destitute of woad, while 
the smelting works were naturally situated

They Say the Option Dealers have the Best 
of the Fiour Rule on ’C hange. 


The action of the Board of Directors informing 
ail members reported by the Flour Committee as 
on ’Change out of business hours had the effect of 
Keeping the floor clear this morning until the 
doors were opened. The flour men who had this 
opening and closing bour rule enforced are 
still very much disatisfied with its provisions, 
claiming that it inflicts considerable damage to 
their business.

: STILL AT IT. 


Continuation of the Rough and 
Tumble Fight in Dr, Bauer’s 
College. 


A Number of Gentlemen Grow Slightly 
Warm in Discussing Dr. Hazzard—An 
Interesting Interview at the College 
—Promiscuous Use of the Epithet Liar 
and Other Mean Words. 


“T haven’t much to say concerning that tirade of 
Dr. Hazzard in Saturday’s Post-DisPatca,’’ said 
Dr. Wm. G. Moore, late professor in Dr. Bauer’s 
uproarious college, this morning. “But what lit- 
tle I have to say is right tothe point. The eply 
personal reference with which he honors me is in 
the statemeut wherein he reflects on my ‘honor- 
able’ conduct in failing to continue in the conduct 
of a quiz, for which I had been paid in advance. 
My explanation of my course is simple, and in- 
volves nothing to apologize for, After 
my resignation as professor bad 


been accepted by the board, I 
went, as usual, to keep my appointment with the 
siudents, and conduct a‘quiz.’ Iwas met by 
the janitor, who told me that Dr. Bauer had in- 
structed him not to admit meto the hail where the 
‘quiz’ was to beheld. Iwas surprised, but told 
the janitor to Lell the students that I was still de- 
siruus of Carryiug out my partof the arranze- 
ment, and to that end I would be willing to meet 
them in the jJanitor’s apartments and conduct the 
‘auiz’ there. This the students thought best not 
todo, Under my arrangement with them they 
were entitiedto a retura of a portion of the 
money they had paid me for ‘quiz’ services, but 
they declined to accept any rebaie.” 

“And the students are making no complaints?” 

“On the contrary, this statement will be sub- 
stantiated by every member of the Class, and any- 
body who makes a siatement to the coutrary, be 
he wrhey: Heap Hazzard or whoever else it may, 
isa liar!’’ 

The subject was fresh in the mind of Dr. G. W. 
Hall, anowuer of the mutinous professors, when 
he wae cailed upon, and he responded quite flu- 
ently: 

“1 noticed that statement of ,Dr. Hazzard,” 
said he, and had it come from any other svurce, 
I should have been surprised atit. After we had. 
quit iecturing at college, I decided to continue my 
private ‘quiz,’ but 1 was iniormed that the dean 
of the colieve had ordered the janitor to deny me 
admission to the institution, and I was therefore 
compeded to abandon my purpose. I then stated 
to the students that I weuid refuada pvortion of 
the money they had paid me, but they all refused 
lo take li, saylug that they all kuew I was not to 
bDiame in Lhe premises, and that ip issuing his or- 
der Dr. Bauer had injured them, and uot me.” 
There was blood iu Dr. King’s eye when the re- 
porter tound bim., “Dr. Hazzard says there is 
nothing anonymous abont his attack, does he? 
Well, \uere may De nothing anonymous but there 
is a good deul Mhat’s pusilanimeus. He says that 
diplomas are conferred by the board of trustees, 
uasmuch as he and Drs, 
Bauer aud Barnes composed virtually both the 
board and facuity at the time those diplomas 
were issued, they had a sure thing 
of it, hadu’t they? If his statement is correct, 
why did the board send to the State Boards ol 
both Liiinvis and Missouri, requesting them to 
appoiut examiners? They did inake that request, 
and both voards dectined. If, as he says, the 
dipiomas of his college were so certain of recog- 
bition by the State Boards of both States, why 
Was if that 

DR. HALL WAS SENT TO CHICAGO 
to call on tue Liiimois Board some time ago in the 
luierest of this college, and why was it that the 
Illinois Board ou that occasion warned him that 
if the college aid lot comply with certain condi- 
tions, its diplomas might failof recoguiriou? Yet 
that very thing bappened, and these geutiemen 
greed, and it waseutered of record in the . vard 
proceedings, that the Ccouditions reiative to the 
grautipg of Giplumas under the practitioner clause 
suouid ve observed, In spite of this agreemeut, 
they went right on and did what 
the liiinois Board warned them not 
ip do, the case being thai of Dr. Stone. If 
ihese diploinas are to be recognized, why was it 
that When young Vaughn, one of the students, 
weil over ava Called ou Secretary Rauch, of the 
lilinois Board, to ask him whether the diplomas 
would be accey ted, Secretary Rauch replied that 
be did nol Know wiiether ihey would be or not, in 
view of the complicaticnps that had arisen. If 
they are so sure Of recoguition, how is it thata 
promivent Member of the Missouri State Baard 
dc ciared tial be Wound Dever vole to recognize 
them’? ‘These tacts were ali Known to the studeuts 
belore graduation day. Dr. Hazzard says we 
speut our time in making Wild speeches to the 
siudeuts, bui the only wild speech 1 ueard of was 
made by Dr. Bauer, who induiged ip a denuncia- 
tion Of Dr. Broome before tue students. The 
ciarge tbat Wwe tried to get the studeuts to leave 
the institution is absoluiely false. On tne cou- 
trary, we advised them to stay, and assured them 
thal we Wouid stay and assist them so ioug as we 
were periuitied odo sv. Atthe urgent request 
of some of the studenis, we did write* 
to the State Board to kpow whetler 
it would be practicable ior us _ to 
establisn a new schooi and take charge of such of 
the students as Came to us, Wilh a View to graun- 
ubling them this spring. Had we received a tavor- 
able ausWwer to the fact thatthe diplomas wouid 
be recognized, We would have acted ou the re- 
quest, Which Was indorsed by the eatire class. If 
iLuese genlicmen Who are denouncing us had acted 
with the same spirit of fairudss, aud the same re- 
gaurd for the welfare of the students as we did, 
there would be hone of the present trouble, ana 
the dipiomas would bear the Siz- 
natures of the  tull corps of professors 
instead of a questionable tew. In tact, the dec- 
laralion that we tried to induce the whole class to 
withdraw is a lie made out of whoie cloth. I nad 
a ‘quiz’ class of thirteen, from each of whom I re- 
ceived $5 ior conducting the ‘quiz’ during the ses- 
sion. Before | withdrew they wanted me to issue 
them Certificates, and LItold them that if they 
would pay $lapiece tofoot the printing bill, I 
would lurbish them certificates, aud they did so. 
i stood ready to conduci the ‘quiz’ to the end of 
the session, but th. dean refused me admission. I 
theu notified the students that if they would come 
to uiy house in the daytime or evening I wouid 
carry Out the cuourse of tustructiion, but they 
said ibey were satisfied that they had already re- 
ceived Lie full wortu ot their money.

¢ APPELLATE OPINIONS. 


An Important Batch of Decisions Hauled 
Down To-Dajy. ~ 


The Court of Appeals gave the following decis- 
ions this morning: Mitehell vs. the city, affirmed 
pro forma; Jaffe vs. Krum, same; Donobue vs. 
St. Louis, Lron Mountain and Southern Railroad, 
same; City of St. Louis vs. Louis University, 
same; Davis vs.  Besselil, same; Al 
len. & Co. vs. Frunnet Mining aud Smelt- 
ing Co., same. In the cases of Mary L. Coleman 
et al. against Kennerly et al. the judgments of the 
lower court Were affirmed. These were suits 
brought by the plaintiffs to set aside the will of 
John J. Kennerly,deceased,iu the Circuit Court ef 
St. Louis County. The court refused to set it 
aside; an appeal was taken, but the appellants 
failed to file transcripts of the lower court. For 
this reason the judgments were affirmed. The 
motion to dismiss the appeal inthe case of the St. 
Louis and Sav Francisco Railroad Company 
against the Evens & Howard Fire Brick and Clay 
Company et al Was Sustained. Tire Court in its 
Opinion states that the payimeat into court by the 
railroad company of the sum invoived in the suit, 
about $75.000, eannot be considered a mere tetn- 
porary deposit, but must be looked upon as an 
actual payment. As a party cannoi be “ag- 
grieved” by an order or judgmen; eutered upon 
hisown application, he caunot appeai from it. 
The motion to dismiss the plaintiff’s appeal is 
therefore sustained.
